P R O F E S S I O N A L C A R D S 
Rum and Wife Murder. 
Thomas Lowndes murdered his wife, 
Margaret, on the afternoon of the 8th 
instant, in their tenement rooms in 
the rear of 243 North Fifth street, Wil- 
liamsburgh, New York. Both were in 
liquor and were quarrelsome. Lowndes 
is a blacksmith by trade. He received 
his wages on the previous day. went 
home, and lie and ids wife were both 
drunk in the evening. 
On the morning of the fatal occur­ 
rence at breakfast they quarreled, and 
lie went to a saloon nearby and drank. 
He returned to his rooms about 1 
o’clock, and meeting his wife in the 
narrow front room, caught hold of her 
and threw her to the iloor. They 
struggled, and she fought him. He 
reached a worn sheathknife from the 
table and stabbed her three times; 
once on the head, once in the breast, 
and once in the abdomen. He sat 
down on a low sofa in the room and 
watched his wife as she died. His 
sons, Tommy and John, aged nine and 
six years, were with him. He gave 
Tommy money to get liquor: and after 
drinking it lie went to sleep in the 
windowless little bedroom, and lay in 
a drunken stupor for an hour or more. 
The hoys did not leave the room 
while their father was asleep. As he 
aroused he asked Tomrhy where his 
mother was. The son said she was on 
the floor. He asked the son if she was 
dead, and shook the dead body as 
though to wake it. He called a’Mrs. 
Armstrong, who lives on the second 
floor of the same building. As she 
entered the room and saw the dead 
body on the floor, she fainted. The 
husband then ran out of the house, 
took a drink of whisky in a saloon 
near by, and wandered ofl‘. The po­ 
lice were informed, and ail officer took 
charge of the body and guarded the 
rooms. The entire force turned out, 
and on the slight description that the 
sons could give of their father began 
to scour the neighboring streets. 
Lowndes strolled back to the street of 
the murder, and stood at the entrance 
of the narrow, dark alley that leads to 
the tenement. Some boys ran to 
Officer Kelley and told him, but Lown­ 
des was gone when the officer reach­ 
ed the alley. He started to fol­ 
low him up, and, after a long search, 
arrested him at 8 o’clock at North 
Sixth and Seventeenth streets. He 
struggled to free himself at first, hut 
soon quietly submitted, and, followed 
by a large troop of men and boys, he 
was taken to the Police Station. He 
stood boldly up at the rail of the Ser­ 
geant’s desk and spelled out his name 
slowly as the Sergeant wrote it down. 
He said his birth is English, and tlmt 
lie is thirty-three years of age. He 
was locked up in the dark cell. He 
refused to see anyone or say anything 
about his crime. He hugged one cor­ 
ner of his cell and seemed utterly un­ 
conscious of what he had done. 
At midnight the same evening, in 
the two-story frame house where the 
tHfe was murdered, nine aged women 
and three men sat in silence in the 
little room. A black-eyed man held a 
tallow candle above his head, lowered 
the sheet, and pointed out the fatal 
black mark on the abdomen to the 
friends of the family. “They always 
quarreled and fought when they got 
drunk,” was his only explanation. 


Tree Planting. 
The necessity of planting trees can­ 
not be kept too constantly before the 
farmers of the country, and especially 
those of California. In our State the 
forests are rapidly disappearing before 
the lumberman, and it behooves us to 
take time by the forelock and make 
piovision for those that are to come 
after. 
The rapidity with which the forests 
arc going down is startling. In Min­ 
nesota and Wisconsin, during the past 
year for instance, in the neighborhood 
of 175,000 acres of pine were cut for 
building purposes alone. In Michigan 
during tne same period the produc­ 
tion of lumber was about 2,500,000,000 
feet which involved a stripping of 
300,000 acres of land. 
California has especial need of pru­ 
dence. Her main supply of lumber 
lies in her redwoods, and the rate at 
which they are going down is very 
rapid. There is only a thin strip of 
timber upon the coast—seldom extend­ 
ing as far as twenty miles inlard and 
frequently not more than five—run­ 
ning from the Bay of Monterey to the 
Oregon line. It has been calculated 
that at the present rate of destruction 
two generations will see the last of the 
redwoods. It is true that the stumps 
send up shoots that grow very rapidly, 
but this cannot supply the waste. 
Within the life-time of the present 
generation the scarcity and high price 
of lumber will surely be felt. 
It is a gratifying sign that the far­ 
mers are beginning to realize in a 
measure the importance of this sub­ 
ject. and from various parts of the 
Coast we hear of enterprise moving in 
the right direction. The rapid growth 
and sanitary qualities of the eucalyp­ 
tus are strong recommendations in its 
favor. The wood is tough and hard, 
being suitable for the ordinary build­ 
ing purposes and firewood. A notable 
experiment made near Hayward, Ala­ 
meda countv, by Surveyor-General 
Stratton will go a great way towards 
bringing about a general introduction 
of the eucalyptus. Four years ago he 
set out about 150 acres with these treey*. 
Already many of them are from forty 
to fifty feet high and a foot in diame­ 
ter. The sale of young trees from tho 
nursery lias more than paid the ex­ 
penses already. A few years hence 
the value of these groves will be enor­ 
mous. The daily growth is now cal­ 
culated to net $40 to the owner. Facts 
like these are netter than all the theo­ 
ries in the world and will not be lost 
upon our farmers. It is a matter the 
Grangers should interest themselves 
in.—[Real Estate Reporter. 
The Han Diego Union of the 19th 
says: The San Diego river continues 
to run high and the water ut the cross­ 
ing is very deep. The quicksands at 
the bottom make the attempt to cross 
with teams exceedingly difficult, and 
indeed, hazardous. Yesterday morn­ 
ing the stage for Los Angeles was 
caught in the quicksand while cross­ 
ing, in the middle of the stream and 
one of Seeley’s horses narrowly es­ 
caped drowning. It was with the 
greatest difficulty and with the aid of 
ropes and the boats that the team was 
saved. Several teams from the west­ 
ern part of the county and from Julian 
City are on the west bank of the river 
unable to cross. Old residents say 
that the river is likely to run through­ 
out the year.

Elder Grant, the great revivalist, is 
stirring up the sinners in Napa. 
Lafayette It. Herbert has been ap­ 
pointed Postmaster at Nordhoff, Ven­ 
tura county. 
Since the discovery of gold in New 
Zealand the mines have yielded over 
$140,000,000. 
The oldest prisoner in San Quentin 
is Peter Metz, a German, who was sen­ 
tenced in 1858 for life. 
The colored men of Massachusetts 
propose to erect a monument to tho 
memory of the late Charles Sumner. 
Jesse Applegate, of Siskiyou county, 
has lost 1,800 head of stock, after freez­ 
ing his feet badly trying to take care 
of them. 
The Republic of Chili, South Amer­ 
ica, proposes to have an international 
exhibition at Santiago, to be opened 
on September 10, 1875. 
Trains on the Vicksburg and Shreve­ 
port railroad of Louisiana have ceased 
running, owing to a break in the upper 
levee near New Orleans. 
The citizens of Marysville are mov­ 
ing for the construction of a railroad 
from that city to Knight’s Landing, 
on the Sacramento river. 
Reese river, for the first time In 
many years, now empties into the 
Humboldt—caused by the volume of 
water from melting snow. 
Lust year the wool produced in this 
country amounted to 174,700,000 
pounds, which was an increase of four­ 
teen million pounds over 1872. 
The town of Aurora, Nevada, expe­ 
rienced two heavy shocks of an earth­ 
quake on the night of the 12th. Door­ 
bells were rang and clocks stopped.

The compulsory education bill pass­ 
ed the Senate on Tuesday. The vote 
was eighteen to eighteen, and the bill 
was carried by the casting vote of the 
Lieutenant-Governor. 
Fifty cars of through freight arrived 
at Oakland on Wednesday, and one 
hundred and thirty-six are on side­ 
tracks at various stations along the 
line of tho Central Pacific. 
The Directors of the San Francisco 
Fire and Marine Insurance Company 
have elected S. S. Tilton as President, 
William H. Knight as Secretary, and 
William Sherman as Treasurer.

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Survey of the Colorado Desert. 


Senator Jones of Nevada has offered 
a resolution in the United States Sen­ 
ate instructing the Committee on Com­ 
merce te inquire into the survey of 
the Colorado desert. The importance 
of this m atter to Southern California 
can hardly be overestimated, and it is 
surprisiugjthat it has attracted so little 
attention here when it is consid­ 
ered how important a modification 
in 
our 
climate 
the 
projected 
submersion of the desert would effect. 
More than a year ago Dr. J. P. Wid- 
ney published in the Overland Month­ 
ly an elaborate and carefully prepared 
article, giving the results cf his obser­ 
vations, and his theory of the efTect 
such a change would have on the rain­ 
fall in Arizona and Southern Califor­ 
nia. 
Dr. W .’s examination of the 
whole question was so thorough, and 
his acquaintance with the laws gov­ 
erning climatic conditions is so exten­ 
sive that we have great confidence in 
the correctness of his conclusions, and 
feel, certain that if the waters of the 
Colorado river can be again turned 
into the great basin left by the reced­ 
ing Gulf of California, the rain-fall in 
this section of the State would be mate­ 
rially increased, and at the same time 
rendered more regular and reliable. 
The publication of the article alluded 
to above first called attention to the 
feasibility of converting this basin into 
a 
lake, 
and 
it 
has 
awakened 
a deep 
interest 
among scientific 
men, but here where 
the great­ 
est interest ought naturally to be 
expected, the subject is scarcely al­ 
luded to. The irrigation problem has 
received the earnest attention of many 
of our leading minds, and it is con­ 
ceded on all hands that a few more 
inches of rain would be of incalculable 
value to the agricultural interests of 
the country. The strong probability 
that a decided increase of moisture 
would be the result of the proposed un­ 
dertaking,makes it important that Sen­ 
ator Jones' resolution should pass, and 
we suggest that the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, which has at various times 
during the past winter brought its in­ 
fluence to bear in favor of objects of 
interest to our section, ought to take 
some steps to strengthen the hands of 
the gentlemen who are moving in this 
matter. 


Temperance Legislation. 


A variety of bills have been pre­ 
sented in the Legislature thus far 
looking to the restraining of the traffic 
in spirituous liquors, but the only one 
that has met with much favor is the 
one fathered by Senator Pendegast and 
known as the “ Local Option” bill. 
Tliis measure has passed both Houses 
of the Legislature, and is therefore 
likely to become a law. Its principal 
provisions are that whenever one- 
fourth of the number of legal voters 
of any township, incorporated city or 
town shall petition tne Board of Su­ 
. pervisors of such county, or the county 
wherein such township, incorporated 
city or town is situated, to call a spe­ 
cial election, to vote upon the question 
of “Liquor License,” or “No Liquor 
License,” the Board of Supervisors 
of the county receiving said peti­ 
tion shall within one month after 
said petition is filed with the Clerk of 
said Board, make proclamation for the 
holding of said election in the town­ 
ship,'incorporated city or town, as may 
be asked for in atich petition. The 
tickets voted at such election shall 
contain the words “ For License,” or 
“Against License.” If a majority of 
the votes cast at such election “ For 
License” or “Against License” shall 
contain the words “Against License,” 
then it shall not be lawful for any 
Court, Board or officer to issue any 
license for the sale of any spirituous, 
vinous, malt or other intoxicating 
liquors in said township, city or town 
wherein said election may have been 
held, at any time after the determina- 
ti on of the result of said election; pro­ 
vided, that nothing contained in the 
provisions of this act shall prevent the 
issuing of license to druggists for the 
sale of liquors for medicinal aifd man­ 
ufacturing purposes. 
Elections are not to take place ofteuer 
than two years, and the sale of liquor 
in localities where the community 
vote against license is punishable by 
fine 
and 
imprisonment. 
Though 
doubtful of the possibilty of making 
people sober by legislating on the sub­ 
ject, we see nothing unreasonable in 
allowing each commuuity to settle 
the question to suit itself, and if the 
Legislature must dabble in the matter 
the “ local option” will do as well as 
anything else. 


To move a carload of wheat from 
Chicago to New York, a distance of 
900 miles, by rail costs one hundred 
dollars in currency or about ninety 
dollars in gold.

Impending War in 
South 
Am erica. 


A W ashington dispatch says diplo­ 
matic circles are quite exercised about 
the threatening news which was tele­ 
graphed from Lisbon relative to the 
coining war between Brazil and the 
Argentine Republic. The absence of 
Councilor Borges, the Brazilian Min­ 
ister at Washington, was not calculat 
' 
elif 
“ 
ed to put a peacelike construction upon 
the gunpowder news just received 
from Rio Janeiro and Buenes Ayres. 
It was thought generally that the Bra­ 
zilian Minister nad gone to New York 
in order to hasten personally the for­ 
warding of munitions to his own coun­ 
try, inasmuch as the Lisbon telegram 
stated that munitions were arriving 
at Buenos Ayres from the United 
States. All this, however, was but 
conjecture, and the diplomatic minds 
were puzzled especially to know what 
was that “insurrection in Paraguay” 
referred to in the dispatch, and on ac­ 
count. of which war seemed to be so 
imminent 
between 
the two great 
South American Powers. It is not 
generally known that El Señor Emili­ 
ano Lopéz, the only remaining legiti­ 
mate and the oldest son of the famous 
President Lopez, killed in the late 
Paraguayan war for independence, is 
now tying with his mother, La Señora 
Solano Lopez, in the suburbs of Villa 
del Pilar, the town occupied by Cabal­ 
lero, Bareiro and other insurgents 
against the present government of 
Paraguay. 
The former President— 
Lopez—it is known, in the lust years 
of his life had been divorced defacto 
from his legitimate wife, and had 
lived maritally with 
Miss Emina 
Lynch, who stood by him courageous­ 
ly to the last and had borne him many 
children. Still, in the eyes of the Par­ 
aguayans there was but one Señora 
Lopez and there is but one legitimate 
son of the dead President, and this one 
is Emiliano Lopez. This youugseñor, 
about twenty-three years of age, has 
resided most of his life in Europe and 
has spent a whole season here in 
Washington, where, on one occasion, 
his presence at Mrs. Fish’s reception 
caused some unpleasantness to Mrs. 
Garcia, the wife of the Argentine Min­ 
ister. Two years ago Emiliano Lopez 
returned to Paraguay, and he lived 
there on his estate without taking the 
least part in politics. But it is thought 
by some parties here that General 
Caballero and ex-Minister Bareiro, 
who have failed lately in their revolu­ 
tionary attempt at Ascunsion, may 
have expected to cover their plans 
under the name of young Lopez. 
Being aware of the tremendous popu­ 
larity which surrounds such a name in 
Paraguay, they may liavo entertained 
................................

" 
the hope th at Emiliano Lopez would 
be dragged into the nest of their in­ 
trigues, and with this hope they have 
transferred their revolutionary head 
quarters to Villa del Pilar. But those 
who pretend to know anything about 
the always intricate politics of the 
South American countries feel safe in 
believing that Emiliano Lopez is too 
patriotic, and too sagacious at the 
same time, to allow himself to be the 
tool of such unprincipled partizans, 
and not to understand that Brazil is at 
present the only and best ally of Para­ 
guay. At any rate, lie is said to be 
too cautious to take any part at present 
flea which í 
in the poljtical struggles wmcti some 
ambitious men try to create in Para­ 
guay in order to gain power through 
the support of the Argentines, to whom 
the Gran Chaco, a portion of the Par­ 
aguayan territory, would be delivered 
up as the payment for their interven­ 
tion. 
■ T he gold fields of South Africa, 
wnich at first disappointed the ex­ 
pectations of the original discoverers, 
of late have yielded the miners more 
profitable returns. The most of the 
gold is in reefs, and extensive veins of 
gold-bearing quarts have been found 
which will probably pay well when 
they come to be worked by companies 
having 
suitable 
quartz 
crushing 
machinery. 
But recently 
alluvial 
gold fields of wonderful richness have 
been discovered, and these are attract­ 
ing crowds of gold seekers, natives as 
well as Europeans, from all parts of 
South Africa. Stories are told 
of 
nuggets found there weighing from 
sixteen «unces to two pounds, and it is 
reported that one fortunate miner 
secured a nugget weighing forty-five 
ounces. 
A significant feature of the town 
elections just held in Massachusetts 
has been the choice of women to serve 
on school committees. 
Many towns 
in the western and central portions of 
the State have taken this way to ex­ 
press their approval of the question 
which has been so stubbornly resisted 
in Boston.

Tragedy in Placer County. 


A dispatch from Rocklin of the 16th 
says: This morning about 10 o’clock 
two men named John Douglass und 
Daniel Ellis got into a quarrel 011 the 
ranch of Douglass, about a mile from 
town, regarding some stock which 
Douglass claimed that Ellis had poi­ 
soned. After some words Rad passed, 
Douglass sent liis wife into the house 
for his rifle. Ellis then approached 
him, and when about a rod off Doug­ 
lass cried cut: “ Don’t come^ or I will 
shoot you!” .Ellis then stepped back, 
threw up his arms and cried “Don’t 
shoot!” Douglass fired, however, and 
shot Ellis through the heart. Ellis 
walked a short distance, climbed a 
fence, and fell down in the road. He 
died in about an hour. Douglass came 
and delivered himself up to Justice 
Smith, saying he had killed Ellis, He 
is very abusive when talking about it, 
calling Ellis all the names lie can 
think of. Douglass Is very passionate 
and quarrelsome. Ellis was formerly 
a teamster in Han Francisco, and lias 
some relatives there at present. 


Breeding Dairy Cows. 


There are two distinct objects to be 
desired and secured in breeding horned 
cattle. One is the production of milk, 
for butter and cheese, and the produc­ 
tion of beef. 
If it were possible to se­ 
cure both of these objects in the same 
class or breed of stock, it would be 
most desirable to do so, but past expe­ 
rience lias shown that this is practi­ 
cally impossible. • A cow that will 
give a large quantity of milk, it is 
found will not take 011 fat reudily. 
The food consumed is converted into 
milk and cannot therefore at the same 
time be converted into beef. Ho 011 
the other hand, a cow that fats easily 
cannot be expected and will not give a 
large quantity of milk at the same 
time for an equally goodreuson. W hat 
is true in u single animal is also 
equally true with breeds or families of 
cattle. 
The Durliams are generally consid­ 
ered the best beef-inakers. They had 
their origin in England and have been 
bred for a long series of years there 
with reference to improving their size 
and fattening qualities, and with but 
little reference to their milking quali­ 
ties. It is true that now and then a 
good m ilker is developed among them, 
and from tills animal, as ail individual, 
a strain or class of good milkers is 
raised, but it is equally true that as 
the m ilking qualities are developed 
the beef fattening qualities are sacri­ 
ficed. On the other hand, the Ayr­ 
shire breed of cattle, from the earliest 
information we have of them, were 
naturally inclined to develop the dairy 
or milking qualities, and were found 
as a general tiling slow to take 011 fat. 
They were originated in England also, 
hut in a district where the dairy cow 
was more profitable, and it naturally 
followed that this quality was nursed 
and assisted. Hence this breed have a 
reputation for the dairy, and are espe­ 
cially sought for by those who make 
it a business to sell milk rather than 
butter. I11 producing the quantity the 
quality of the milk in them is to some 
extent sacrificed. The Ayrshires are 
more’ slight in form than the Dur- 
lianis, and as a breed do not grow as 
large. The Jerseys and Alderneys are 
still more slight in form than the Ayr- 
sliires, and less is size as a breed. 
They are not distinguished as great 
milkers, hut for the richness of the 
milk. 
They are preferred by those 
who make butter as a business. 
The Dutch being cheese eaters have 
developed a breed or strain of cattle 
called Holstein or Holderneys for 
which they claim in a high degree the 
development of the cheese making 
qualities. The Devons also have their 
claims more as butter makers than 
milk givers. Their milk as a general 
tiling is rich, hut vvliat they make up 
in quality tiiey lose in quantity. The 
best dairy cow, however, is not uni­ 
formly to he found in any of the above 
breeds, hut individual animals are 
now and then discovered in all that 
are distinguished for the possession of 
those qualities most desirable in the 
dairy. These individuals sometimes 
excel both in quantity and quality of 
id ilk, and even in size and fattening 
qualities. Huoh cows become distin­ 
guished in their neighborhoods as 
prodigies, and their owners seldom 
part witli them unless at an excep­ 
tional price. But good dairymen are 
always on the alert for just such cows. 
They know their value and can afford 
to pay the price. Hence such cows are 
generally collected together and make 
up our best dairies. This would he all 
right if our dairymen would take pains 
to perpetuate the good qualities of 
these cows by selecting and raising all 
their most promising heifer ealves; 
hut this very few of them do. They 
make dairying their business exclu­ 
sively. They sell their ealves at three 
or four weeks old to the butcher for 
veal for the reason as they say the 
milk is worth more to them for the 
market or for butter than to feed the 
calves. They are not in the stock 
raising business, and they can buy 
cows of others much cheaper than to 
raise them. 
And thus reasoning and 
practicing they neglect the only means 
of securing for themselves the best 
dairies and deprive the State to a 
great extent of the opportunities of a 
generhl improvement in its cattle in 
this particular. 
We believe that one of the best en­ 
terprises in the State is suggested in 
the above facts. It is this: Let a 
farmer who lias a favorable location 
and good land for the purpose get to­ 
gether a few of these distinguished 
milkers, without reference to breed, 
color or form. Secure a hull from an 
ancestry distinguished for the same 
qualities, and breed with direct refer­ 
ence to producing the best dairy qual­ 
ities in his stock. As soon as his 
heifers are tried reject all except those 
that inherit a good degree of the qual­ 
ities of these parents, und breed from 
these and these alone. This idea close­ 
ly and judiciously followed up for a 
few generations of cows would he 
crowned w ith an astonishing success. 
Indeed, we believe that in this wuy 
the value of our cows for dairy pur­ 
poses can he increased over fifty per 
cent. There is money in such an un­ 
dertaking, for as soon as a man can 
establish a reputation for producing 
cows of this character there would he 
an almost unlimited demand for them. 
The dairymen of the country would 
become his customers, and families 
residing in towns and cities, who keep 


the lloor. After this all four of the 
men escaped, leaving the young man 
tied up stairs. As there are no other 
.houses near the one where the affaif 
happened, the noise and excitement 
was not heard by any one. The four 
men w!m entered tne house where 
disguised in various ways ; one had a 
talse beard, another a handkerchief 
over liis face, and one had the left 
sleeve of his coat empty, to make it 
appear that he liad lost an arm. The 
m atter is in the hands of the police.” 


The annual report of the Minnesota 
Railroad Commissioner for the year 
ending September 1, 1873, shows that 
at the close of last year there were 
1,908.68 miles of railroad In the State, 
with an equipment consisting of 252 
•locomotives (0.13 per mile), 117 coaches 
and «4 baggage, mail and express cars, 
or 181 passenger train cars in all (0.09 
per mile); 5,356 freight ears (2.8 per 
mile); 306 “other” cars (chiefly hand­ 
cars and other service cars) and 64 
snowplows. The Minnesota railroad 
property is represented by an aggre­ 
gate of $28,504,870 of capitul stock and 
$7,895,780 of bond» outstanding. The 
capital stock per mile is quite light 
being $14,900 per mile of road com­ 
pleted, hut the bonded debt is extra­ 
ordinarily heavy, being $41,335 per 
mile. The weight of the bonded debt 
comes chiefly, however, from the lines 
of four companies—the Southern Min­ 
nesota, the Ht. Raul and Pacific, the 
Lake Superior and Mississippi, and 
Northern Pacific. These companies, 
with 979 miles of road, ora little more 
than oue-hftlf in the State, have an 
aggregate bonded debt of $49,035,830, 
or five-eighths of the whole, it being 
at the rate of $50,100 per mile from 
these companies’ lines. For the 930 
miles of the other companies the aver­ 
age bonded debt is $32,107 per mile.

Mr. Schuenemann Pott delivers an­ 
other lecture on Sunday evening next, 
at the Turner Hall. His lecture last 
Sunday was very favorably spoken of 
by those who heard it, and his subject, 
“Little Things,” for his next is cer­ 
tainly a very"novel one. 
The ladies of this city held a meet­ 
ing in Good Templar Hall yesterday, 
to devise ways and means of advanc­ 
ing the cause of temperance. After 
some deliberation It was decided to 
hold a meeting in the same place 
next Tuesday evening, and an invita­ 
tion was cordially extended to all the 
churches to join in the work.

Extensive 
repairs have been made to the build­ 
ing, so that those who have formerly 
considered it unsafe need have no 
doubts now of its perfect safety. It is 
hoped there will be a full attendance 
of the congregation, as this will proba­ 
bly be the last service of the Bishop 
during his present visit. 


A Sid Case. 
Yesterday morning the dead body of 
Mrs. Mary Ann Meehan, an Irish­ 
woman of thirty-five or forty years of 
age, was found in her room at No. 44 
Eternity street. The case being re­ 
ported to Coroner Richardson, he sum­ 
moned a jury and investigated the 
cause of her death. The jury, which 
consisted of W. H. Kerns, \Vm. Ab­ 
bott, N. J. Harris, W. H. Btedman, M. 
D. Hays, Peter Thompson and John 
Waddiugton, after hearing the testi­ 
mony, gave as their verdict “That the 
said Mrs. Mary Ann Meehan died from 
natural causes, superinduced by in­ 
temperance and destitution.” The 
deceased came here some three months 
age from Manta Barbara. Her hus­ 
band is in the county hospital, and she 
had a son of twelve years ot age. 


Vasqusz Around* 
The attempt of the San Francisco 
Chronicle to do the noted bandit Vas- 
quez a guod turn by giving the im­ 
pression that he had left the State lias 
not met with complete success. Those 
best informed are confident that he 
still lingers in the vicinity of his 
favorite retreat in the San Frau- 
cisquito Mountains, and there are 
not wanting people in Los An­ 
geles who believe that he was 
in our very midst less than 
forty-eight hours ago. Night before 
last a suspicious looking character was 
seen in the neighborhood of the Pico 
House, whose resemblance to the 
noted bandit was so marked as to 
bring upon him the inquisitive atten­ 
tions of some of our local authori­ 
ties. 
Arrangements were at once 
set on foot, but the object of 
these little attentions took himself 
off in such a hurrry that no 
further developments were made. 
The general belief cannot be said to 
tend very strongly to the conclusion 
that he was really making himself 
agreeable around the saloons of our 
city, but some who claim to be famil­ 
iar with his features are confident that 
the object of suspicion was none other 
that the captor of Kingston, and from 
what we learn it is certainly more 
likely that he was testing the quality 
of our drinkables than that he sailed 
in the Constitution. 


The Wool-Growers. 
The adjourned meeting of the wool- 
growers of Southern California con­ 
venes in the Court-house this morning 
at 11 o’clock. The last two attempts 
at a meeting were failures, mainly we 
believe, because at the times selected 
sheep men were busily engaged in at­ 
tending to their flocks, but also from 
an apprehension that it was the inten­ 
tion to make it subserve the interests 
of a few individuals. We are glad to 
learn that such apprehensions no 
longer exist, and that while the busy 
season of the year will prevent the at­ 
tendance of many who are largely in­ 
terested, a goodly number of enter­ 
prising and progressive men will be 
present. An efl'ort will be made to 
E 
erfect an organization which it is 
oped will result in great advantage to 
the business. There is great need of 
intelligent co-operation among those 
interested in the raising of sheep. It 
is an important industry, and the 
whole community have an interest in 
seeing it flourish. We shall therefore 
watch the proceedings of the meeting 
to-day with earnestness, and hope 
they will be productive of good to 
those concerned. 


Too Much Bulk. 
The Bulletin's financial article of the 
17th says that the most strenuous ad­ 
vocates of coin currency have no apol­ 
ogies to make for the inconvenience of 
handling the same. 
In all banks 
where a large business is transacted, 
the tellers hold positions requiring 
considerable energy. The introduction 
of gold notes has* given some relief, 
and perhaps the system in time will 
exactly meet the wants of the country. 
A note that is convertible into coin at 
the option of the holder and which has 
the guarantees attbrded by the Gold 
Note Bank system, is preferable to the 
coin itself, inasmuch as it is easier 
handled and can be more safely pro­ 
tected. The bulky character of the 
coin must always be an obstacle in the 
transaction of large moneyed interests. 
It is thought that in addition to gold 
notes, additional relief might be ob­ 
tained if the Government were to de­ 
signate the office of the Assistant 
Treasurer as a depository for gold coin 
and bullion, issuing in exchange for 
the same gold notes specially prepared 
so as to show on their face that the 
equivalent in gold was held by the 
Government. It is commonly sup­ 
posed that there is from $20,000,000 to 
$25,000,000 in gold coin in circulation 
in this State and Nevada. 
This 
is being hauled and dumped about 
from day to day, resulting in more or 
less abrasion, which must ultimately 
be met by the government. There is 
also the expense of numerous large 
sates and diligent watchcare in the 
protection of this treasure in a variety 
of localities. Besides, it is believed 
that in many parts of the interior coin 
is withdraw n from circulation and se­ 
creted for safe keeping. Now if the 
bulk of this coin were lodged in the 
hands of the government, under simi­ 
lar rules as govern in the case of the 
Bank of England, great advantages, it 
is .contended, would result therfrom. 
There would be less abrasion from the 
use of the coin, less expense in hand­ 
ling, housing and caring for it, and 
less disposition to hide small amounts 
from circulation. The extent of the 
banking capital in hand could also be 
more easily ascertained. The amount 
of coin and bullion in the vaults of the 
United States Tieasurer in San Fran­ 
cisco would always show the amount 
of bills in circulation, and such bills 
would pass as readily as the coin. 
Such a system would also enable 
banks and others to utilize their fine 
gold bullion. Something of this kind 
has already been adopted in New 
York and we commend the suggestion 
to the attention of financiers and to 
the favorable attention of our delega­ 
tion in the National Congress. 


The Protection of Useful Birds. 
There was a kind of ornithological 
congress held in Vienna some time 
since, in which the habits of the vari­ 
ous kinds of birds were discussed, and 
those that should be protected and pro- 
fiagated because or their usefulness 
ndicated. For the useful birds Dr. 
Brehm wished an international law', 
prohibiting the wholesale slaughter of 
useful species, as carried on in Italy, 
and of larks, as on the plains of Savoy. 
Without international laws nothing 
can be attained, but in the preparing 
of such laws the greatest caution and 
knowledge must be had. He likewise 
urged the moderate preservation of 
certain animals of prey, which, al­ 
though they destroy birds, do good in 
devouring field mice and other ver­ 
min. He spoke in favor of foxes, 
tttchets, ermints, and weasels. Al­ 
though the substance of Dr. Brelim’u 
address was that the first thing to be 
done in protecting the birds is to teach 
their use or harm in the schools, and 
place the useful birds and animals 
under the care of the people. The 
doctor also referred to the amusing 
custom of the fifteenth century, when 
the insect vermin, which now the con­ 
gress demands shall be taken in 
charge by the birds, weru summoned 
before the ecclesiastical courts do an­ 
swer for their iniquities, whereupon 
such a curious command as the follow­ 
ing order was issued: “Rats, eatapil- 
lars, snails, and all you unclean ani­ 
mals which destroy the harvest of our 
brothers, begone out of our canton, 
which you are devastating, and flee to 
such where you can injure mo one.” 
And in order that the vermin could 
not plead ignorance of their sentence 
it was made known in the devas­ 
tated district by means of public 
criers, amid the blowing of trumpets 
and beating of drums. 


A Terrible Explosion. 
The Now York Herald of the 11th 
has a dispatch from Binghamton giv* 
ing particulars of the terrible explo­ 
sion in that city, a brief account of 
which w'e had at the time by telegraph. 
The account says: Aterrille explosion 
occurred at the Holly Water Works, 
in this city, at half-past eight o’clock 
this morning, one of the boilers burst­ 
ing and almost demolishing the entire 
edifice. The chief engineer, David 
Smith, was in the engine-room at the 
moment and was blown in the air at 
least one hundred feet. His remains 
were dreadfully mutilated. The fire­ 
man, William Courtney, received but 
slight injuries. The northern portion 
of the structure was totally demol­ 
ished, the debris being scattered over 
a considerable area, 'l'he engine was 
a double Cortes, of 150-horse power, 
with three boilers, one of which was 
blown into frairments and scattered 
with the general wreck. The concus­ 
sion was felt over all the eastern por­ 
tion of the city. 
A large piece of a huge pipe, con­ 
necting the boilers with the chimney, 
and •weighing two tons, was carried a 
distance of over 100 feet. The walls 
of the rear rooms of the building, 
whore the boilers were located, were 
blown down even with the ground, 
not a vestige of them remaining. 
The body of the engineer was found 
about seventy-five feet from the place 
of the explosion, caught upon a fire 
hydrant. 
The boiler that exploded was appar­ 
ently in excellent condition, and no 
cause can be found for the explosion. 
The Coroner is now investigating the 
matter. 
The cause of the explosion is at pres­ 
ent unknown. Great excitement pre­ 
vails, all Binghamton being on the 
run for the cause of the disaster. 
The wife of engineer Smith is pros­ 
trated with the terrible news of her 
husband’s death and lies In a critical 
condition. Much inconvenience will 
result from this accident, as nearly the 
whole city and the several railroads 
entering here depend upon the works 
for their supply of water. 
The city is at present without water, 
but the two boilers which are left will 
be put in operation as soon as the rub­ 
bish has been cleared away and the 
necessary repairs made, which the 
Superintendent thinks will take twen­ 
ty-four hours. The total loss is esti­ 
mated at $ 10,000. The Holly pumping 
machinery is not much injured. The 
waterworks are the chief dependence 
against fire, and the Mayor lias called 
a special meeting of the Common 
Council to appoint a large special po­ 
lice . force to patrol the streets and 
watch for fires. A very strong west 
wind is blowing. 


A Sensible Lothario. 
P. George is a wealty gunsmith of 
Marysville. Some time since he made 
the * acquaintance of Kate Ray, a 
blooming brunette, residing in that 
city, and their acquaintance speedily 
led to a warm friendship and at last 
ripened into love, at least on the 
damsel’s part. He was very attentive 
and profuse in his expressions of love, 
while she in her guileless innocence 
reposed implicit confidence in his 
vows, and gave him her whole heart 
in return. A marriage engagement 
was finally entered into between 
them, but George very singularly 
persisted in postponing the happy day 
under one pretext or another, greatly 
to the maiden’s disappointment. At 
last he persuaded her to meet him at 
the Sulphur Springs, near Colusa, 
when he assured her that the marriage 
ceremony should certainly be consum­ 
mated, and where, amid the perfume 
of the sulphur water and the sprightly 
gamboling of jackass rabbits, they 
could dream away a brief honeymoon, 
forgetful of the busy world and its 
troublous duties. They met at the 
Sulphur Springs, as agreed upon, but 
the {marriage did not take place. 
Instead thereof she was persuaded to 
ignore the ceremony, and, as the old, 
old story, goes, “she loved not wisely, 
but too well.” From this time her 
troubles commenced. Her faithless 
lover continued to postpone the 
promised marriage, until, finally, 
sick at heart and empty at pocket, she 
forswore romance and appealed to the 
law to make her reparation. A suit 
was accordingly brought in the Tenth 
District Court, in which she was 
plaintiff, asking $20,000 damages, 
against her seducer, for seduction ami 
breach of promise of marriage, and a 
liberal jury made a happy compro­ 
mise by “splitting the difference,” and 
awarded her $10,000 damages. George 
was abundantly able to pay the 
judgment in the coin of the nation, 
but it seems that his troubles did not 
dim the financial vision that has 
been his leading characteristic, and, 
with an eye to business, we find that 
he has not only saved his $10,000, but 
has got a wife in the bargain. The 
Appeal of the 14th contains the follow­ 
ing announcement, which briefly tells 
the sequel to the story : 
Married—In this city, at the United 
States Hotel, March 13tli, by Justice 
Sellon, Mr. P. George to Miss Kate 
Ray.The event is thus humorously noticed 
by the same paper: 
A marriage ceremony was celebrated 
yesterday at the United States Hotel, 
and we congratulate the bridegroom 
on carrying off a handsome and 
wealty bride.—[S. F. Post. 


Hight of American Mountains. 
The hights of the Vermont moun­ 
tains are not all acurately measured, 
and no two books give them exactly 
alike ; but so near as can be ascertain­ 
ed, they range thus : Mansfield 4,380; 
Camel’s-hump, 4,189: Jay Peak, 4,018, 
Willoughby, 3,800; Killington, 3,675; 
Ascutnev, near Windsor, 3,320. Mount 
Orford the highest Canadian peak, is 
but 3,300, and the famous Owl’s Head, 
on Lake Meinphremagog, but 2,750. 
Of the New Hampshire mountains 
Mount Pleasant is a little higher tiian 
Mansfield(4,800); and Mount Webster, 
in the Notch, is about the hight of 
Jay Peak-; while Choeorua and 
Kearsarge are 1,000 feet lower than 
Mansfield. Jay Peak and the Pin­ 
nacle, standing, as they do, far to the 
north, and a little beyonu the fertile 
region of Vermont, resemble more the 
mountains of New Hampshire and the 
Adirondacks. The mountains around 
West Point, New York, vary from 
1.000 to 2,000 feet, the highest scarcely 
reaching that figure, but the Catskills 
are higher than any of those moun­ 
tains named, ranging from 3,000 to 
almost 6,000 feet; the Mountain House 
stands on a plateau 3,000 feet high, 
while the Mouth mountain is some 
5.000 feet, and the Round Top 1,200 feet 
higher than the Mountain House. 
The highest of all the mountains in 
tlie Eastern States is as well known, 
Mount Washington, the summit of 
which is some 0,226 feet above the sea 
level. 
. 
John Whitelaw, engineer of the 
Pcenix mills, Macrainento, while re­ 
moving the mill-stones one day last 
week, fell and fractured two of his 
ribs. 


Robbery in Connecticut. 
One of the boldest and most success­ 
ful robberies took place in East Bridge­ 
port on the night of March 4th, at the 
house of Carl Caester, who was 
asleep in his room, and knew nothing 
of the occurrence and his loss until 
told of it by his son the next morning. 
Among the articles taken from Mr. 
Caester were one $1,000 Toledo and 
Wabash Railroad bond, $300 in gold, 
silver and greenbacks, two gold watch­ 
es, jewelry, etc., the whole valued at 
$1,600. The property was in a bag, 
and had been placed in a bureau draw ­ 
er in Mr. Caester’s room for safe keep­ 
ing. The number of the railroad bond 
was 2,247. Payment on it has been 
stopped. No real clew to the perpe­ 
trator of the crime lias yet been dis­ 
covered, and there are many circum­ 
stances about the case which make it 
a very singular one. Two German 
pedlers of watches and revolvers, 
known to have been in the neighbor­ 
hood at the time of the burglary, have 
been arrested, one by the name of 
Derrich, in this city, this afternoon, 
and the other, giving the name of 
Clemens, and who disappeared sud­ 
denly from the city after the robbery, 
in Hartford, last night.
